LEGAL  REFERENCES 

The  Board  of  Water  Well  Contractors  operates  under  the  authority 
of  Section  66-2601  through  66-2615  inclusive,  R.C.M.  19A7. 

In  Section  82A-1602  (26)  the  name  of  the  Board  was  changed  from 
the  Water  Well  Contractors  Examining  Board  to  the  Board  of  Water 
Well  Contractors. 

PRINCIPAL  GOALS 

The  goal  of  the  Board  of  Water  Well  Contractors  is  to  minimize 
and  reduce  the  waste  of  ground  water  resources,  by  licensing  and 
regulation  of  water  well  contractors. 

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

During  the  1971-72  fiscal  year  two  Board  meetings  were  held.  There 
was  an  election  of  officers,  and  a  new  examination  was  formulated. 

A  new  inspector  was  hired  to  replace  the  present  inspector,  who 
is  retiring. 

MAJOR  RECOWENDATIONS 

There  be  two  new  members  added  to  the  Board,  preferably  from  the 
drilling  industry. 

The  Boards  jurisdiction  be  widened  to  cover  all  water  wells,  not  just 
those  over  twenty-five  feet  in  depth. 

PROGRAM  DESCRIPTIONS 

Licensing:      License  only  qualified  applicants  who  meet  the  legal 
requirements  and  pass  the  written  examination. 

Examinations  may  be  taken  any  day  in  the  Board  office 
starting  before  9:00  A.M.  or  2:00  P.M. 

Regulation:  Inspection  of  well  drilling  rigj.  to  insure  enforcement 
of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Water  Well 
Contractors  in  the  public  interpst.
